St. Paul. Jan . 4.— A second storm, 
less severe than that of last Sunday, 
but covering practically the same area 
and accompanied by a temperature 
ranging from ll) to 4b degrees below 
zero, with high west and northwest 
winds, Is raging over Minnesota, North 


and South Dakota and Montana. 
The storm interfered wit ii the move­ 
ment of trains and telegraph service 
through Northern Montana and as far 
east as Fargo was demoralized, with 
the exception of a few trunk lines. 
Shortly after midnight St. Paul rail­ 
road offices received word that tile 
worst wind storm of tile season was 
af. its height in North Dakota, blowing 
from thirty-five to fifty miles an hour. 
W ire advices as to storm conditions 
In North Dakota and Montana are very 
meager. 
Such wires as were not down 
were used in dispatching trains and 
for hours stations between Jam estown 
and Billings were cut off from com 
mun leat ion with the Tw in Pities. 
B rief messages were received by the 
Great Northern and Northern Pacific 
from agents west of 
Fargo stating 
that trains are being moved wit ii the 
greatest difficulty and risk and that 
the enfin* service w ill he paralyzed 
unless the storm abates soon.

4.— By unanimous 
decision the supreme court 
of

United States decided that the federal 
government could not maintain in the 
federal courts the so called "Panam a 
canal libel suit” against 
the I*ress 
Publishing company of New York.

so holding the court affirmed the de­ 
cision of 
the circuit court 
for the 
Southern district of New York, which 
quashed the famous indictment. 
In effect the decision wras that the 
federal court had no Jurisdiction over 
the alleged offense, because the case 
might have been brought in a state 
court. 
“ If is the purpose." said Thief Ju s ­ 
tice W hite, ‘‘so far as the punishment 
of crime is concerned, to interfere as 
little as iKJssible with the authority 
of the states over all territory within 
their boundaries.

Aberdeen, S. 1), Jan 4.— In the opin­ 
ion of Judge Jam es H. McCoy of the 
South Dakota state supreme court, the 
state should

diate penal 
institution 
between 
tho 
state 
penitentiary

the 
reform 
school, 
where 
most 
first 
offenders 
should be sent. 
In an address on "Crim inal Punish 
ment.” at the legislative banquet at 
Aberdeen, Judge McCoy stated that 
his experience on the bench as a state 
circuit court judge and 
later as 
a 
member of the state supreme court, 
had convinced him that in most in 
stances the man who was convicted 
for a crim inal offense the first time 
was not bad at heart. 
But, he stated, 
the county jail, where the crim inal 
usually 
spends 
several 
month? 
be­ 
tween his arrest and his conviction, 
and the state penitentiary, are both 
prolific schools tor crime, and it is 
rarely the case that, a crim inal does 
not emerge from the penitentiary a 
worse man instead of a better. 
Judge McCoy thought the state leg 
islature should provide for a reforma­ 
tory where men convicted for the first 
time may be given a chance to redeem 
themselves without coming in contact
